This is in response to the Office Action of August 18, 2003, requiring restriction 
among four (4) alleged inventions under the provisions of 35 USC § 121 . 



In the Action, the examiner made a restriction requirement among the inventions of 
Group I drawn to an electrode (claims 1-13); Group II drawn to a dielectrophoretic 
apparatus (claims 14, 22-24 and 29); Group III drawn to a method of separating 
substances (claims 15-21 and 27-28); and Group IV drawn to a method of manufacturing 
apparatus (claims 25 and 26).
